Our Mission 

Our mission is to help Afghan children become 
educated, healthy, and productive citizens who are 
able to fully contribute to building Afghanistan's 
civil society. We accomplish this by working with 
supporting partners to establish model community- 
based schools in different regions of Afghanistan; 
by providing training to local educators to enhance 
their professional capacities; by developing and 
introducing innovative learning programs; and by 
establishing primary healthcare clinics near 
sponsored schools. 
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Highlights of 2002 



Januaty: HTAC relocated its office 
from Pakistan to Afghanistan and local 
staff. 

February: Delivered 80 tons of 
medicine, thedical supplies and food to 
local hospitals and health clinics in 
Kabul, as part of a joint effort with 
AmeriCares Foundation. 

Distributed 1,000 packages of school 
supplies and clothing items along with 
personalized "Messages of Hope" sent 
by children from the United States, 
Canada, Europe and Japan, to two 
orphanages in Kabul. 

March: Distributed small cash grants to 
3,000 families, who lost their livelihoods 
due to earthquakes in Nahrin totaling 
$90,000 to include $30,000 grant from 
The Mennonite Central Committee 
(MCC). 

May: In continuation of our joint efforts 
with AmeriCares Foundation, 40 tons of 
medicine and medical supplies, and 
other relief items were distributed to 
different medical outlets in Kandahar, 
Urozgon, and Kabul. 

June: We opened the Karte-Parwan 
Middle School after three months of 
renovating the school building, adding 8 
new classrooms, a computer lab, and 
purchasing desks and chairs for 3,000 
students. The school was renovated 
with partial grant we received from the 
Republican National Committee (RNC). 



July: We started the construction of 
Abdullah Bin Omar Primary School in the 
District of Paghman. This school will have 
26 classrooms, 7 administrative offices 
including a computer lab and a library. It 
will open its doors to 2,000 students 
attending in two shifts. 

August: We opened an ARIA Primary 
Health Clinic in the District of Nejrab, 
Province of Kapisa. The clinic serves an 
average of 60 patients per day. 

October: We started the construction of 
Badakhshi School for Girls in the District of 
Nejrab, Province of Kapisa. This 20- 
classroom school will open its doors to 
1 ,600 girls in two shifts in March of 2003. 

November: We hired five teacher 
trainers who have received their training 
from Nebraska University Education 
Program for Afghanistan. These trainers 
will train all teachers in our sponsored 
schools.

Letter from the Executive Director 



My last trip to Afghanistan in March 2003 was filled with confidence, hope, and optimism. With 
parents and community leaders looking on with pride, we opened the Abdullah bin Omar Primary 
School in the District of Paghman. More than 2000 boys and girls began building a brighter future * 
for themselves and Afghanistan. For the opening ceremony, I had prepared a speech to welcome 
the crowd, talk about the importance of education, our programs and future plans, and thank the 
community volunteers, but when I got up to speak, I whispered as my voice cracked: 

I have been waiting for this moment for so long" I said, "to build schools 
for Afghanistan's children. You see, during these past ten years, we have 
traveled many times to Afghanistan and had to provide emergency aid to 
children and families, knowing full well that before we even left the 
country, those supplies have dissipated. However, the purpose of this trip 
is different. We are here to give these children something they would 
keep, education. This is what we have been waiting for... 

One of the most tragic consequences of more than 20 years of conflict is 
the utter destruction of the Afghan education system. Today, the vast 
majority of Afghan children are illiterate, and two-thirds of the schools are 
damaged or destroyed. 

As Afghanistan struggles to rebuild its infrastructure. Help the Afghan Children has refocused its 
efforts and made a commitment to providing quality education and health services to Afghan 
children by establishing schools and health clinics that will help bring sustainable development to the 
country. The challenge is daunting - but we are committed to succeed. Providing education is an 
essential factor for promoting economic development, reducing the cycle of poverty and fostering a 
culture of peace, that will help rebuild Afghanistan's civil society. 

Working with Afghanistan's Ministry of Education, we designed an Integrated Model Primary School 
(IMPS) program by enriching the current curriculum with classes in computer literacy, health 
education, environmental studies, and peace education, and by building the capacity of teachers 
through an intensive teacher-training program. The IMPS program is a pilot project designed with 
the intention to be expanded to other parts of the country. In 2002, we have established 3 schools 
that accommodate over 6,500 students. 

Throughout the years the generous support of our donors has made our work possible in the most 
difficult circumstances. As we embark on a new chapter in the history of Afghanistan and a central 
focus on education for our organization, we will need your continued support to provide quality and 
sustainable programs in education and healthcare to the children of Afghanistan. I am certain that, 
together, we can help civil society to flourish in Afghanistan through an educated and confident 
generation of young people.

One of the most tragic consequences of more than 20 years of conflict is the utter destruction of the 
Afghan educational system. Today, the vast majority of Afghan children are illiterate, two-thirds of ' 
the schools are damaged or destroyed, and there are virtually no textbooks or teacher-training 
programs available. The result is that two out of three boys and nine out of ten girls in Afghanistan 
have been deprived of even a basic primary education. 

At Help The Afghan Children, we understand that teaching Afghan children the knowledge and skills 
they need to become productive citizens is essential to the establishment of a civil society and the 
economic revitalization of Afghanistan. We are dedicated to help create a vibrant Afghan education 
system, and as Afghanistan begins to rebuild, HTAC will build, literally from the ground up, schools 
in the underserved areas of the country. The challenge is daunting - and we are committed to 
succeeding. 

Working with Afghanistan's Ministry of Education, HTAC designed an Integrated Model Primary 
School (IMPS) Program - an exciting initiative that will build 1 7 schools in four provinces over the next 
three years. These schools are intended to serve as models for school building efforts in different 
regions of Afghanistan. The IMPS program is designed to: 

• Enrich the curriculum approved by the Ministry of Education with classes in 
computer 

literacy, health education, environmental studies and peace education; 

• Incorporate modern teaching techniques, while being sensitive to the culture and 
values of Afghan people; 

• Implement ongoing monitoring mechanisms that will evaluate and report on 
the progress of the children and the effectiveness of the curriculum; 

• Actively engage parents in their children's education. 

Given the shortage of qualified teachers, utter destruction of school facilities and the needs of the 
community, the scope of the Model Primary School Program includes: 

• Training and stipends for teachers which augment the salary they currently receive 
from the Ministry of Education; 

• Building school facilities; 

• School furniture, textbooks and teaching supplies; 

• Operating funds for at least two years; 

• Co-located Mother and Child Health Clinics.

Community Involvement & Ownership 



The active participation of community stakeholders in the planning, operation and maintenance of 
each school is at the core of HTAC's implementation strategy. Working with representatives from the 
community and the Ministry of Education, HTAC selects the site and engages local architects and 
contractors. As the construction of each school gets underway, the Ministry of Education will identify 
and recruit teaching and administrative staff. At the same time, HTAC will begin purchasing the 
required furniture, equipment and supplies in the local markets. By using government owned land 
and purchasing locally, HTAC is able to invest more in the schools as well as support the local 
economy. 




Once a school is opened, HTAC will actively 
monitor students' progress and evaluate the 
effectiveness of teaching materials and 
methodologies. In addition, HTAC will 
encourage the establishment of Community 
Committees for each school to provide guidance 
and support at the community level. Once HTAC 
is satisfied with the quality of education and 
operation of the school, HTAC will formally hand 
over the school to the Ministry of Education for 
continued operation and management.

To ensure each child receives a quality 
education, we will focus considerable time 
and attention on the development of our 
teaching staff. As a first step, HTAC has hired 
professionals that have successfully 
completed the rigorous teacher-training 
program conducted by the University of 
Nebraska at Omaha team in Afghanistan. 
These "Master Trainers" will implement 
programs to train all teachers in our 
sponsored schools on modern teaching 
methodologies and child centered learning 
approaches as well as conduct quarterly 
refresher sessions. Further, Master Trainers 
will be available to all teachers for two years 
to provide both technical assistance and 
guidance.

EDUCATION 



Our New Educational Programs 



The curriculum is carefully designed to provide students with knowledge and skills particularly crucial 
to Afghanistan's reconstruction and future development. Key areas of focus are information 
technology, health education, environmental awareness, and nonviolent conflict, 
resolution. Environmental Studies: * 



Computer Literacy: 

The Information Technology program is designed to provide and promote learning of basic computer 
and word processing skills to students at the elementary school level. The program's software is 
developed in two major Afghan languages as well as English. The students will: 

• Use technology as a tool to improve and enhance 
their learning; 

• Enable and stimulate users to express their creativity 

• Facilitate individual and collaborative learning and 
teaching to maximize their success; 

• Promote higher-level thinking skills to solve 
authen tic problems; 

• Gain familiarity with the English language. 




Health Education: 



According to the World Health Organization (WHO), childhood health is directly linked to 
educational achievement, quality of life and economic productivity. Our Health Education program 
strives to educate students for the purpose of promoting, maintaining, and improving individual, 
family and community health. To that end, our Health Education Program focuses on: 

• Disease prevention; 

• Health hazards associated with tobacco, alcohol 
and other drugs; 

• Nutrition and fitness; 

• Safety and injury prevention; 

• Family life. 

Full implementation of our Health Education program 
will include a small onsite clinic as well as educational 
outreach programs on healthy lifestyles to the parents 
through parent-teacher and community participation 
programs. 
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EDUCATION 



Environmental Studies: 

An Environmental Program implemented in the school yard will turn the school grounds into an 
effective outdoors classroom, teaching students about their natural surroundings, environmental 
av^areness, and ecological principles. Based on recommendations by the United Nations * ^ 
Environmental Program, the environmental studies program v/ill: i 

• Develop an environmental education curriculum; 

• Develop environmental education materials presented in a manner suitable for communities 
with varied literacy levels, and using at least two Afghan languages; 

• Train teachers to deliver environmental education with a near-term emphasis on the development 
of guidebooks for teachers 





Peace Education: 

Our Peace Education Program tackles the core issues of the impact of war on each person's inner 
health and harmony, as well as the health and harmony of a diverse society. Its specific aim is to 
assist children, their parents and teachers to understand issues such as anger, fear, sadness, 
prejudice, hostility, biased thinking, grief, and interpersonal conflicts and to learn ways of addressing 
them effectively. 

The goal of the program is to assist teachers "...in their efforts to educate caring and responsible 
citizens, open to other cultures, able to appreciate the value of freedom, respectful of human dignity 
and differences. ..."(UNESCO). This goal will be achieved by teaching the students: 

• Skills to deal with stress, anger, sadness, fear, major losses and horrible experiences 
(understand ing human emotions and thoughts); 

• Appreciation for diversity, respect for the rights of others and empathy with their needs 
(tolerance and peaceful coexistence); 

• Skills to resolve problems and difference without the use of violence 
(interpersonal and problem solving skills).

Karte-Parwan Middle School 
The Capital City of Kabul 

There are 3,350 students from 1st to 9th grade attending 
in three shifts in this middle school in Kabul, Afghanistan. 
When we first identified this school, the conditions were an 
echo of the devastation that Afghanistan's educational 
infrastructure has had to endure. Walking into the school, 
one saw a concrete building that not only was neglected 
for years, but also showed the affects of 23 years of war. 
The classrooms did not have any windows and the majority 
of the doors were gone. There was no electricity, running 
water or lavatories for the children. The students sat on the 
floor with their worn-out clothes. Some had a broken 
pencil and a small notebook, listening with bright eyes that 
wanted to capture each word that came out of their 
teacher's mouth. 




Today 3,350 students are attending this school 
in three shifts 



Help The Afghan Children, with a partial grant from the 
Republican National Committee (RNC), completely 
restored the school located in the capital city of Kabul in 
just three months - including eight new classrooms, 
computer room and all new desks and chairs. In addition, 
with a grant from Palm Harbor Rotary Club of Florida, 
HTAC put together a bicycle-assembling workshop within 
the schoolyard, where students learn how to assemble and 
repair wheelchairs and bicycles. 



FACTS 

For the vast majority of the 1 1 
million childr en under 15 in 
Afghanistan, receiving an 
education is still just a dream. 
Today 97% of primary school- 
aged girls and 61% of school- 
aged boys do not attend school. 
An esti mated 80% of school 
buildings have been damaged or 
destroyed, as well as all but two 
teacher-training colleges. For 
Afghanistan to reach a modest 
85% enrollment rates, over 
43,000 teachers must be recruited 
and trained and almost 14,000 
schools constructed in equipped 
with textbooks and supplies.

Paghman District 

After months of hard work, the first primary school in the 
District of Paghman was opened on March 25, 2003. 
The school was rebuild with funding from The Oprah 
Winfrey Foundation. With 26 classrooms and 52 
teachers, 1 800 boys and girls will now be able to attend 
school in two shifts. Designated a "model school" by the 
Ministry of Education, the students enjoy pilot programs 
in computer literacy, health education, environmental 
awareness, and peace education in addition to their core 
curriculum. The Mennonite Central Committee (MCC) 
has funded two-year operational cost of the school 
including our Teacher-Training Program.

On our way to the Abdullah bin Omar 
Primary School, we met an 8-year old 
girl, Mariam, heading in the same 
direction. As we walked in to the 
school, she told us why she was so 
happy: "Last year I used to study under 
walnut trees. It was very hot. I didn't 
have any notebooks or pencils. But this 
year they have given us notebooks and 
pencils and have built our school and 
we have chairs and desks to sit on in 
new classrooms. I am very excited."

Situated where the Taliban and the Northern Alliance 
once fought, HTAC recently opened the Badakhshi 
School for Girls with funding from The Oprah Winfrey 
Foundation. Prior to the opening of the Badakhshi 
School, only 12 percent of the 54,000 children enrolled 
in the local schools were girls. Now, with more than 20- 
classrooms, a computer lab and library, 1,400 girls will 
be able to attend school in two shifts.

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HEALTHCARE 



Providing Basic Health Services to the Most Vulnerafble 

Afghanistan's healthcare system remains broken and overburdened. With the nation gripped by 
poverty, war and devastating natural disasters, the damage to most aspects of Afghan life is 
immeasurable - with women and children the most severely affected.

► 1 out of every 4 children born in Afghanistan dies before reaching age 5; 

► 60% of childhood deaths and disabilities are due to vaccine-preventable disease, 
diarrhea, and acute respiratory infections; 

► The maternal mortality rate the worst in the world - with one Afghan woman dying every 
30 minutes; 

► Only 7 percent of deliveries are assisted by a skilled birth attendant. 



Over the past ten years, HTAC has opened six ARIA healthcare facilities in Kabul, Rustaq, Bamyan, 
Logar, Nejrab, and near refugee camps in Peshawar, Pakistan. These clinics have served over 
1,200,000 patients, most of whom were women and children. Consistent with our strategy of 
community involvement, most of these clinics have transitioned to local communities or other NGOs. 

Current and future HTAC projects in the healthcare field will focus on establishing primary-care 
clinics near each model school HTAC opens.

Quality Healthcare Services to Over 110,000 Patients 



Our ARIA Healthcare Clinics in Kabul and the 
District of Nejrab, Province of Kapisa employs 
12 doctors, 12 nurses, and 2 pharmacists y/ho 
provide vital health services to patients. 

During 2002, these two clinics provided free 
quality healthcare services to over 110,000 
patients including internal medicine, prenatal 
care, pediatric medicine, dental care, 
vaccinations and immunizations, and wound 
care.

ARIA Healthcare Clinic In Peshawar, Pakistan 

Established in 1993 near the refugee camps in Peshawar Pakistan, the ARIA Primary Health Clinic- 
Peshawar, was one of our first developmental projects. Over the last ten years, the clinic has 
provided comprehensive basic and preventive healthcare, including Safe Motherhood, Health 
Education and OB-Gyn services to the refugee communities in the outskirts of Peshawar, Pakistan 
with an estimated 600,000 population. The Rapidan Foundation funded HTAC's OB-Gyn services of 
the clinic. The ARIA Clinic has operated six days a week for the past ten years, treating an average 
of 1 60 patients each day and providing medicine free of charge to over 70%. With the steady 
repatriation of Afghan refugees from Pakistan and Iran back to Afghanistan, we intend to move this 
clinic to the site of a future model school. 
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EMERGENCY RELIEF 



Poised for Rapid Response In Times of Great Need 



In February and May of 2002, Help The Afghan 
Children, in partnership with AmeriCares Foundation, 
delivered 120 tons of medicines, medical supplies, and 
other relief items to local hospitals and clinics in the 
Provinces of Kabul, Kapisa, Kandahar, and Urozgan. 

The shipments contained analgesic and anti- 
Inflammatory medicines, antibacterial agents, 
nutritional agents, vitamins, antihypertensive agents, 
diuretics, electrolytes, antiprotozoal agents, surgical 
materials, respiratory aids, disinfectants, irrigating 
solutions, flour, cooking oil, dietary supplements, 
blankets, shoes, and other materials. 

We distributed the medical and relief aid to our ARIA 
Clinics in Kabul and Nejrab, Ali Abad Hospital and 
Indra Gandhi Children Hospital in Kabul and to Afghan 
Health and Development Services (AHDS), an Afghan 
NGO with extensive medical facilities across Kandahar 
and Urozgan. We also gave the Ministry of Health some 
additional medical and relief items to distribute 
amongst their other hospitals across the country. 




Our Response to Northern Afghanistan's Earthquake 

On March 26, 2002, an earthquake registering 6.5 on the Richter scale leveled 90 percent of the city 
of Nahrin, approximately 100 miles north of Kabul. With a population of 30,000 in the city and 
another 80,000 in the surrounding mountains, the toll was heavy. More than 2,000 people died, 
over 4,000 received serious injures and over 50% of homes were destroyed, leaving many families 
homeless. 

Help The Afghan Children's delegation traveled to the earthquake site to deliver much needed 
emergency aid. After doing an onsite needs assessment of the area and consulting with the officials 
from the Interim Government, we found that the sheer scale of destruction called for a flexible 
program to address the widely varied needs of the newly displaced families. 

Help The Afghan Children, in cooperation with the Interim Government and local authorities, gave 
3,000 families small cash grants, equivalent to US$30.00, and supplied medicine and first aid 
supplies to the mobile clinic of the Ministry of Public Health.
